Kissinger Cites 
Progress In 
Vorster Talks Up; 81 Aboard Plane Freed 
3 Palestinian Hijackers Give 


ZURICH, Switzerland (UPI) 
— Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger said he and South 
African Prim e Minister John 
Vorster m ade "further pro­ 
gress" Sunday in the second of 
three days of talks aim ed at 
averting 
racial 
w ar 
across 
southern Africa. 
American officials told re­ 
porters the two leaders — they 
first m et alone then lunched 
with aides — worked on the 
critical questions of Rhodesia 
and South West Africa (Nami­ 
bia). 
" F u rth e r 
p ro g ress 
w as 
m a d e ,’’ 
K issinger 
told 
newsmen 
after escorting 
a 
smiling 
Vorster 
from 
their 
conference in the dining room 
to the South 
A frican’s -car 
outside a hilltop Zurich hotel. 
Kissinger gave no details. 
But “working groups” — the 
diplomatic sign that enough 
progress has been m ade to 
require drafting of conference 
documents — went into session 
late Sunday to prepare for the 
two leaders’ final talks Mon­ 
day. 
K issinger’s overall strategy 
appeared to be working, ac­ 
cording to the diplom atic 
evidence growing at the talks at 
Zurich’s Dolder Grand Hotel. 
T hat stra te g y called for 
Kissinger to fly to southern 
Africa for Middle East-style 
shuttle peace-making diplom a­ 
cy if Vorster, on one siae, and 
southern African black national 
and liberation movement lea­ 
ders, on the other, showed a 
willingness to negotiate. 
Kissinger expected to learn 
from Vorster here and from a 
meeting of southern African 
leaders in Dar-es-Salaam open­ 
ing Monday whether conditions 
were 
ripe 
for 
the 
African 


shuttle. 
The US. secretary assigned 
his top three aides to 
the 
working groups. They were 
expected to produce documents 
on Rhodesia, where Kissinger 
seeks government power to be 
transferred from Prem ier Ian 
Sm ith’s minority white regim e 
to the African black m ajority, 
and 
N am ibia, 
the 
tru st 
te rrito ry 
for 
w hich 
the 
A m erican se c re ta ry 
seeks 
speeded-up independence from 
South Africa. 
Neither American nor South 
African officials detailed the 
progress. But Vorster, talking 
to reporters even before the 
Sunday informal talks, signaled 
two changes. 


He said his government now 
would regard the South West 
African Peoples’ Organization 
as one of some 20 groups 
rep re sen tin g the te rrito ry ’s 
people. P reviously V o rster 
refused to recognize SWAPO. 
Alsb, when asked about South 
Africa agreeing to accelerate 
the move for the territory’s 
independence — V orster’s gov­ 
ernm ent has set a date in 1978 
— the prim e m inister said that 
now was a decision for the 
people of South West Africa to 
make. 


After his final meeting with 
Vorster Monday, Kissinger will 
hold a news conference and 
then fly to Britain to brief 
British leaders. Tuesday he will 
brief French leaders in P aris 
and West G erm an leaders in 
Hamburg. 
Vorster told 
reporters 
he 
would not pressure Rhodesia 
about the negotiations. But he 
said he would advise them 
about the “realities and a lte r­ 
natives.” 


LARNACA, Cyprus (UPI) — 
T hree P a lestin ian h ijac k ers 
took 76 passengers and five 
crewmen aboard a KLM Royal 
Dutch Airlines airliner on a 
perilous flight toward Israel 
Sunday, then surrendered w ith­ 
out a 
fight to Cyprus 
au ­ 
thorities. 
The hijackers demanded the 
release of eight Palestinians 
held in Israeli jails. The plane 
circled the M editerranean near 
Israel’s coast for four hours 
while they threatened to blow 
up the DC9 in the air unless the 
Israelis m et their demands. 


Israel refused to budge on the 
release of the prisoners. Two F4 
Phantom jet fighters went aloft 
to head 
off 
the 
h ijacked 
airliner. 
Authorities at Ben 
Gurion 
Airport 
placed 
fire- 
trucks and a crane near the 
runways. 
One of the hostages, Mrs. 
Geertje Spanjer-Speerstre, a 
middle-aged Dutch housewife 
from Vlissingen, Holland, said 
later, “two Israeli planes were 
shadowing us.” 
. “I waved to them from my 
window and one of the Israeli 
pilots, a 
very 
young 
man, 


waved 
back 
to 
m e,” 
Mrs. 
Spanjer-Speerstre said. 
Finally the plane returned to 
L arnaca airport on Cyprus’ 
southern shore, where it had 
m ade an earlier refueling stop. 
After negotiations involving a 
representative of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, local 
a u th o ritie s and A rchbishop 
M akarios, Greek Cypriot presi­ 
d ent of the M ed iterran ean 
island, they agreed to release 
their hostages and surrender. 
The hijackers were guaran­ 
teed safe conduct to another 
co u n try , ap p aren tly L ibya. 


They were led off the plane 
blindfolded in the custody of 
Cypriot officials. 
Israeli Defense M inister Shi­ 
mon Peres said the hijacked 
plane never tried to land and 
stayed at least 40 miles from 
Israel’s shore. 
Aboard the Dutch plane, in 
addition to the three hijackers, 
were 76 passengers, including 
eight children and five crew 
mem bers. Most of the passen­ 
gers w ere D utch n ationals 
returning from M editerranean 
vacations.

Busing Opponents 
Mass For March 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (UPI) - 
Scores 
of 
busing opponents 
arrived at a staging area across 
from Valley High School in 
su b u rb an 
V alley 
Station 
Sunday evening for an antibus­ 
ing m arch m arking the ai ni- 
versary of the riots in southei n 
Jefferson County last Sept. 5. 
The protesters were carrying 
all the usual trappings of an­ 
tibusing d em o n stra tio n s — 
Confederate flags, upside down 
American flags, lots of pla­ 
cards, and badges and some 
w ere even wearing helmets. 
They also kept up a steady 
din of honking autom obile 
horns — another symbol of 
their movement. 
A few L ester Maddox for 
president signs were displayed 
in the crowd. 
A group, headed by fiery 
antibusing leader Lowell Hugh­ 
es, arrived in a bus labeled 
“Christian Posse Com itatus” . 
A large force of riot-equipped 
Jefferson County police in jump 
suits gathered in front of Valley 
High School to keep a watchful 
eye on the proceedings. 
Only one antibusing demon­ 
stration was reported in the 
Louisville area Saturday night 
— a gathering of about 50 
protesters in front of Valley 
High School. 
Police said they handed out 
leaflets announcing the m arch 
Sunday night. 
No disorderly incidents were 
reported. 
Okolona area. scene of 


antibusing m arches Tuesday 
and Friday nights, was report­ 
ed by police as quiet Saturday 
night. 
On the eve of the opening of 
Jefferson County schools in the 
second year of court-ordered 
busing, police used tear gas 
Tuesday night to break up a 
crow d 
of 
m ore 
than 
200 
dem onstrators, who, they said, 
refused to disperse after the 
m arch in Okolona. Police said 
they were starting bonfires and 
blocking traffic. 
On Friday night, police said 
they were able to disperse some 
500 m archers without having to 
resort to tear gas. 
Police 
made four arrests 
Tuesday night and four more 
arrests Friday night in connec­ 
tion with the antibusing demon­ 
strations. 
While police were keeping a 
sharp eye on antibusing ac­ 
tivity, Jefferson County school 
a d m in istra to rs w ere using 
Labor Day weekend to try to 
smooth out the rough spots that 
developed during the first three 
days of school. 
The biggest problems report­ 
ed were a few schedule mixups 
and student m isunderstandings 
about d eseg reg atio n busing 
runs, plus some overcrowded 
classrooms as student attend­ 
ance ran higher than anticipat­ 
ed in a few schools.

Iranian driver of the Ameri­ 
cans' car identified P ush’s body 
as that of the driver of the red 
Volkswagen used by the killers. 


The pistol Push used in the 
Thursday gun battle was the 
sam e weapon that fired bullets 
into the bodies of the Ameri­ 
cans, the communique said, 
and he also was identified as 
the buyer of the red Volk­ 
swagen.

His wife was among specta­ 
tors watching the event 
He was 
rushed 
to Clark 
County, Ky., Hospital, where he 
died 
Allan Kling, 27, an architect 
from Cincinnati, died of in­ 
juries sustained Saturday while 
diving off the sam e cliff 
Kling was pronounced dead 
at the hospital shortly after 
rescuers found him semicon­ 
scious in a valley of the scenic 
gorge 
The two men were among 32 
competitors in the first Raven 
Rock 
H ang 
G liders T o u r­ 
nam ent. 
The group had decide to 
proceed with the flights after 
Kling's death. But a spokesman 
said the death of Balias caused

The flight began at M alaga,

were certain the hijackers did 
not board there. 
The hijack started 20 minutes 
after takeoff from Nice. The 
Palestinians, arm ed with g re­ 
nades and pistols, ordered the 
Dutch pilot to fly to Tunis. 
Tunisian authorities 
blacked 
out the airport and 
placed 
barrels and other obstacles on 
the runways. 
The plane hit an obstacle and 
dam aged its landing gear but 
touched down without injury. 
After repairs it took off 2*/i 
hours later with a full load of 
fuel. 
Mrs. Spanjer-Speerstre said 
the landing at Tunis was “our 
most frightening m om ent.” 


"Tunis did not want us,” she 
said “There were no landing 
lights and the runway was 
blocked with logs. But the pilot, 
C apt. 
P ep erk am p , 
ste ere d 
around them and brought the 
plane down He is a credit to 
humanity and to his com pany.” 
The plane landed at L arnaca, 
the only airport operating on 
Cyprus, at 8:31 a.m . (3:31 a.m . 
E D T). Cyprus authorities m ade 
no attem pt to refuse the lan­ 
ding. 
President M akarios appealed 
to the hijackers to release the 
passengers. But after refueling, 
the plane took off again two 
hours later for its hazardous 
attem pt to force the Israelis to 
release the Palestinian priso­ 
ners. 
The eight prisoners named 
included Msgr. Hilarion Capuc- 
ci, a Christian prelate sen­ 
tenced to 12 years by an Israeli 
court in 1974 for smuggling 
arm s to West Bank 
P ales­ 
tinians, and Kozo Okamoto, a 
Japanese terrorist sentenced to 
life for his part in a spectacular 
shooting at the Tel Aviv airport 
lounge in 1972.

The tax bill, revenue sharing 
extension, a m ajor antitrust 
m easure, several appropria­ 
tions bills and Congress’ budget 
resolution are just a few of the 
m easures awaiting action. 
A House-Senate conference

bill 
Wed­ 
nesday, with several key issues 
unresolved, including questions 
on curbing tax shelters, in­ 
creasing the minimum tax and 
child care tax breaks. 
The c o m m ittee hopes to 
finish action on the m easure 
and send the bill to the House 
and Senate floors the week of 
Sept. 13. 
Income tax withholding rates 
are frozen until Sept. 15 pending 
action on perm anent tax cuts in 
the bill. 
A Senate fight over a m ajor 
antitrust m easure had th reat­ 
ened to doom any prospect of 


Congress adjourning by Oct. 2. 
But both sides agreed last week 
for a final vote Wednesday. 
The bill, expected to win 
approval by the House, would

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Agriculture Dept. Edges Toward 
Broader Use Of Metric System 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Inch 
by inch, 
or 
millimeter by 
millimeter to be more ac­ 
curate, the US. Agriculture 
D epartm ent 
is 
edging 
cautiously toward wider use of 
metric measurements which 
eventually are expected to 
r e p l a c e 
t r a d i t i o n a l 
measurement systems in all 
C 
* ses of American life and 
iness 
The department said today 
its Crop Reporting Board, 
which has quietly been listing 
national production of many 
major crops in both bushels and 
metric tons for several years, 
intends to expand the dual 
reporting system by next year 
to national estimates covering 
livestock, poultry and vegeta­ 
bles 
Next 
month, 
a 
regular 
department report which lists 
highlights erf farm export and 
import developments will begin 
recording data in a dual system 
showing both metric tons and 
old-style bushels 
And when an annual hand­ 
book of agricultural outlook 
charts appears for 1977. an 
official added, sections on 
world conditions will use metric 
units “in as many cases as 
feasible” combined with a 
conversion table allowing read­ 
ers to translate the figures back 
into bushels if they wish to do 
so. 
Under a federal law enacted 
last December, the US. offi­ 
cially adopted the m etric 
system, becoming the world’s 
last developed nation to do so. 
The law did not make use of 
the 
system 
m andatory. 
Instead, it provided that the 
government would plan and 
coordinate a voluntary shift to 
using m etric m easurem ents 
such as meters and kilometers 
instead of feet, yards and miles, 
hectares 
in place of the 
traditional acres, and liters in 


place of quarts. 
Agriculture officials said the 
legal directive to make the 
transition voluntary as far as 
private citizens are concerned 
is forcing many of 
their 
agencies 
to 
move 
very 
cautiously. 
The departm ent's 
Rural 
Electrification Administration, 
for example, is beginning to 
w rite 
specifications 
for 
equipment used by local REA 
cooperatives in metric units. 
But these must be treated as 
advisory, one official said, 
because 
the 
REA 
cannot 
compel a co-op to specify 
millimeter screws instead of 
haIf-inch screws when ordering 
equipment 
In another case, the depart­ 
ment’s Packers and Stocky ards 
Administration is responsible 
for regulations based on the 
accuracy of thousands of 
livestock scales But it cannot 
force livestock sales agencies 
to adopt metric-unit scales, the 
official pointed out. 
Spokesmen noted that one 
department agency, the Fo­ 
reign Agricultural Service, last 
month converted all its reports 
on foreign grain production into 
the common metric ton units 
used abroad. 
"The conversion of USDA 
domestic data of more common 
use by the farmer and con­ 
sumer is expected to begin in 
1977 after an extensive public 
familiarization 
program.’’ 
a 
department report added 
Internally, the government 
agency has been using metrics 
increasingly, like many other 
federal and private organiza­ 
tions. 
Officials said most 
department scientific measure­ 
ments were switched to metrics 
years ago. and regional re­ 
search units of the Forest 
Service have already begun 
using metric measurements for 
timber alongside the old feet- 
and-inches system.

The 
U.S. State Department saw the 
cup, accepted one and imme­ 
diately reserved 10 additional 
for gifts to visiting dignitaries.

Liverpool resident who is em­ 
ployed part-time by Summit- 
ville Tiles, Inc., is a retired 
ceramic instructor at Alfred 
University in New York, where 
he held a full professorship for 
10 years. He admits he had no 
idea the art piece would be so 
well accepted, although he con­ 
fesses that his personal esteem 
for the memory of our nation’s 
founders probably inspired him 
to do his best. 
The general public, museum 
curators and private collectors 
apparently agree, based on 
favorable comment and in­ 
quiries which have come from 
all sections erf the country. One 
collector called it a ceramic 
masterpiece.

All Viking 
Systems 
Working 


PASADENA. Calif. (UPI) — 
Viking 2 reported Sunday that 
its im portant “ m arsquake” 
meter was working and waiting 
for tremors to give scientists 
their first clue to the interior 
makeup of Mars. 
An identical seism om eter 
aboard Viking 1 failed and 
when word was received that 
Viking 2’s instrument unlocked 
as planned after landing on the 
red planet, geophysicists in the 
control center cheered and 
applauded. 
“It was a feeling of great 
relief and elation,” said Dr. 
Nafi Toksoz of the Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology. 
The spacecraft’s other sys­ 
tems also were reported work­ 
ing norm ally and Project 
Manager James Martin said he 
no longer was worried that the 
three-legged spacecraft might 
have received some hidden 
internal damage when it came 
down on the rock-littered plain 
of Utopia Friday. 
He said what appeared to be a 
tear in an antenna probably 
was just dirt spattered up when 
Viking landed. 
Viking 2’s first color view of 
the surrounding landscape 
showed the rocky surface was 
red and the sky a pale pink- 
orange The colors were similar 
to those pictures radioed back 
by Viking 1 from the Chryse 
desert 4,600 miles to the south­ 
west. 
Besides beginning its m ar­ 
squake listening, Viking 2 
started monitoring the weather 
at Utopia to see if the conditions 
differed from the rather con­ 
sistent weather at Chryse. 
The failure of the Viking 1 
seismometer had left Toksoz 
and other seismologists out in 
the cold for seven weeks while 
other Mars 
scientists were 
analyzing their results. 
"It 
has been 
frustrating, 
especially for those many of us 
who have been working on this 
project for eight years,” he said 
in an interview. 
The 
instrum ent 
can 
be 
considered the ears of Viking as 
its two cameras are its eyes. 
The seismometer is basically a 
pendulum-like iron weight and 
signal coil suspended by a 
spring between two magnets. 
When the ground shakes, the 
pendulum moves and this 
movement is recorded by an 
electric signal. 
“ We have no idea how 
frequently marsquakes occur 
or how large marsquakes are or 
whether they occur at all,” 
Toksoz said. 
The failure of the Viking 1 
seismometer means scientists 
will have seismic information 
from only one point on the 
planet and therefore will not be 
able to triangulate the data to 
determine the location of the 
tremor’s source. It also compli­ 
cates the effort to determine 
the nature of the Martian in­ 
terior. 
"Even with one seismometer 
we might be able to answer 
questions regarding whether 
there is a core inside Mars and 
how big it might be," Toksoz 
said. 
The lone marsquake meter 
also will tell scientists for the 
first time something about the 
level of activity of tectonic 
processes that shape a planet's 
surface — whether Mars is a 
quiet body like the moon or 
active like the Earth

A J. Terrones puts some "horse blin­ 
ders" on Worthington’s pride and joy, Paycheck, 
They Seek Dim Spots 
In Las Vegas Glitter 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. (AP) — 
There are men who ride around 
this city at night, looking for 
dim spots in the brilliant land­ 
marks of the gambling capital 
of the world. 
In their trucks they carry 
long ladders, lots of wire and 
thousands of light bulbs to keep 
the huge and famous casino and 
hotel signs bright. These men 
are the electric sign company 
workers, laboring daily in one 
of the largest businesses in Las 
Vegas. 
Each year sign companies 
pop thousands of light bulbs 
into a myriad of signs. At the 
same time they put up new 
signs, tear down old ones and in 
the process pump millions of 
dollars into the Clark County 
economy. 
Officials estimate there are 
five million light bulbs in the 
town’s signs. They are quick to 
point out that there also is 
nearly 100 miles of neon tubing 
mixed in there somewhere. 
The hotels and casinos have 
for years strived to outdo their 
competitors when it comes to 
signs. To have the tallest, the 
widest, the heaviest, the bright­ 
est. the most expensive or 
whatever was the rage. Out of 
that competition came signs 
nearly 200 feet tall, with 
sophisticated lighting gear 
operated by computers. Gaudy 
and unique, they loom on the 
Las Vegas skyline. 
The sign owners once adver­ 
tized about how the electricity 
to run their signs would keep a 
housing tract in power for days. 
Then 
cam e 
the 
energy 
crisis The famous signs of Las 
Vegas were dimmed. The sign 
companies which maintained 
them cringed, and so did the 
casino owners when they saw' 
revenues dropping drastically. 
"When they turned 
them 
back on after the energy crisis, 
business 
began 
booming 
again,” said Van Tuyl, of Heath 
Co., a firm which services a 
number of Las Vegas signs. 
“Signs are very important to 
Las Vegas. Clark County de­ 
pends on gambling for its major 
revenue source. And for the 
gambling we depend on tour­ 
ists. They come here to enjoy 
the carnival atmosphere of the 
city, that’s what they are after 
and the bright lights contribute 
to it. Frankly, I don’t think Las 


Vegas could survive without the 
signs.” 
Las Vegas has two distinct 
casino-hotel areas. There is fa­ 
mous "Glitter Gulch,” named 
for its brightness at night in the 
downtown area and the newer, 
famed Strip, a loose string of 
luxurious hotels which have ca­ 
sinos inside. 
Tuyl said the gulch sidewalk- 
to-roof lighting was designed to 
keep nighttime as bright as the 
southern Nevada days. 
“It was made that way to 
keep people in the casinos 
around the clock,” he said. 
Times changed, and casinos 
began moving southward on the 
Strip. Practicality kept hotels 
from stringing millions of light 
bulbs on facades, so came the 
huge signs, which have become 
trademarks. Added to that in 
some cases are exterior lights, 
which illuminate the hotels, 
making them visible for miles 
around.

Ohio Yesteryear

Much has already been w rit­ 
ten about the abortive, so- 
called “Toledo W ar” during the 
1832-1836 term of Ohio’s Gov. 
Robert Lucas. It arose froo the 
fact that little was known about 
w estern geography when Ohio 
was adm itted to the Union. 
The error 
in setting 
the 
boundary m ade no difference 
until a third of a century later 
when Michigan was preparing 
to become a state. 
Then it was learned that the 
error might m ean trouble, for 
Michigan claimed a strip eight 
miles wide which included the 
im portant harbor at the mouth 
of the M aumee. The land was 
fertile, and the building of the 
Miami and E rie Canal, as well 
as one connecting with the Wa­ 
bash in Indiana, made Toledo a 
big port. 
Governor Mason of Michigan 
called out his militia, and with 
General Brown and 1,000 men 
m arched 
to 
Toledo. 
Lucas, 
whose firmness was famous, 


led 
600 volunteers 
to 
Per- 
rysburg. The Michigan troops 
w ere kidnaping Ohioans, and a 
special session of the Ohio leg­ 
islature was called to pass a 
law preventing such acts. But 
the only bloodshed in the 
strange “w ar” was the result of 
a stabbing and not a shooting, 
for no shots were fired 
Finally, the peacem aker ap­ 
peared while the Michigan and 
Ohio troops stood ready for 
battle. President Jackson sent 
a board of commissioners to 
end the dispute. Mason was 
ousted, and Michigan was ad­ 
m itted to the Union without get­ 
ting the tract which included 
Toledo. 
To soothe the feelings of the 
losers, the federal government 
gave Michigan a portion of the 
unsettled territory of Wiscon­ 
sin. That, historians said, is 
why the Wolverine State is in 
two pieces instead of one. Mich­ 
igan objected to taking the wil­ 
derness of the Upper Peninsula 
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instead of the busy port of To­ 
ledo, but as time went on it 
showed she got a rich prize in a 
region containing some of the 
world’s richest deposits of iron 
and copper ore.

State Programs Snarled

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Though no 
remedies have appeared, much has been made 
this past year of the cost to consumers in exces­ 
sive, nitpicking, counterproductive regulation of 
manufacturing and commerce 
Now state governors are up in arms against 
what some of them believe is a bureaucracy run 
a mock. 
They're beset, they say. with conflicting rules 
from 
competing agencies, 
wityh 
picayune 
requirements that can cost millions and leave 
them dashing in one direction on Monday and the 
opposite direction a week later. This can mean 
junking entire projects, throwing out or com­ 
pletely revising expensive staff work. 
IN NURSING HOMES, for example, federally 
imposed requirements may sometimes mean 
tearing down walls for no known medical reason. 
Some programs operate intermittently because 
funds regularly arrive six months late, with a 
provision that the federal government will not be 
responsible for money spent in the interim. 
Noting what the governors have to report is a 
depressing experience: 
— The U.S. Department of Labor requires 140 
different types of reports from the Ohio Bureau 
of Employ ment Services, most monthly. 
— The Corps of Engineers and the Federal 
Highway A dm inistration require separate, 
duplicate hearings on the same construction 
projects 
— Environmental assessments approved by 
one federal office often are rejected by another. 
Worse yet, regulations from the Environmental 
Protection Agency are issued at the rate of about 
270 a year, more than one for each working day. 
Each must be screened in each state to deter­ 
mine if it conflicts with local law, whether the 
state has the ability to comply, whether 
deadlines can be met and what implementation 
will cost. 
This screening alone costs Wisconsin about 
$50,000 a year. The cost of making the necessary 
revisions in a state's code may run an additional 
$300,000 to $400,000a year. Staff thus employed is 
diverted from enforcing the regulation*

is producing floods of paper At one point in 1975, 
the Office of Civil Rights required 14 separate 
analyses of every employe action, or more than 
100.000 separate individual analyses for the 
University of Wisconsin Madison campus alone.

That plan was sent the Department of Heaitn, 
Education and Welfare in mid-1975.

HEW The task is all the more costly 
because the EEC report and the HEW report are 
quite different in design This means three 
separate expensive reports on the same data.

breakfast, commodity, milk and child care 
programs will force Wisconsin to hire four times 
as many auditors as there are staff now ad­ 
ministering and providing technical assistance 
for the programs. 
And Pennsylvania estimates the reports it 
must submit to just one federal agency in less 
than six months this year will add up to a stack of 
paper five feet high. 
Worse yet, the states complain they cannot 
possibly keep up with the zigs and zags and have 
the feeling they’re sinking slowly into a 
quagmire — with no way out.

Love’s most tragic valentine 
is venereal disease. It punishes 
brief lovers. Long after they 
have repented, it can leave its 
mark on their children. Doctors 
thought they could wipe it out 25 
years ago with the discovery of 
penicillin and the sulfonamides. 
We are in an age not so much 
of sexual freedom as sexual 
license. The young men and 
women most anxious to use the 
new license are most prone to 
be 
victim s 
of 
syphilis, 
gonorrhea, 
chancroid 
and 
lymphogranuloma 
The shame has been taken 
away from sexual promiscuity. 
There should be no shame in 
reporting to a physician for an 
exam ination 
for 
venereal 
disease. The infections are so 
insidious that frequently no 
symptoms are observed 
Cases and Carriers 
Last year there were an 
estimated 3 million males and 
females with gonorrhea. There 
were almost 100,000 cases of 
syphilia 
The U.S. 
Public 
Health Service states that there 
are 800,000 American women 
with infectious gonorrhea who 
are untreated carriers. 
Some believe that gonorrhea 
now ranks second to the 
common cold. The germ, a 
gram-negative called Neisseria 
gonorrhoeae, is delicate It dies 
at once if exposed to air. It 
thrives and multiplies on a 
moist mucosal surface.

The germ 
cubation period 
seven days, although it has 
been known to lie domant in 
women for one year. In males, 
an infection of the urethra 
produces intolerable burning. 
In women, it is common to be 
asymptomatic. 
Of all diseases, syphilis is the 
masked marvel. It is caused by 
a 
spiral 
germ 
called 


Treponem a pallidum which 
twists its way into penile and 
vaginal tissue. It causes no pain 
and, sometimes, no symptom. 
Commonly, it causes a sore 
called a chancre. In time, it 
opens like a flowered ulcer. 
Without medical help, the 
chancre will disappear, causing 
the victim to believe he has no 
problem. Syphilis moves on to a 
secondary stage, which is also 
without symptom. In the third, 
or tertiary stage, it attacks the 
central 
nervous 
system , 
destroying the mind one step at 
a time. Paresis is finis, the end, 
for innocent women and overly 
confident young men 
The problem indeed centers 
on the young, those who can 
least afford to gamble with the 
future. After sexual contact, 
each one is certain that if he 
feels all right his health is 
unimpaired. That, in a breath, 
is the mask of syphilis. 
Venereal, as a word, is taken 
from Venus, the goddess of 
love. Any disease transmuted 
exclusively by sexual contact is 
venereal. Others, less common, 
are 
called 
lym phopathia 
venereum , 
chancroid 
and 
granuloma inguinale. 
In almost all cases, 
the 
female has fewer symptoms of 
illness and, over the years, 
suffers more than the male. It 
can cause her to be sterile. It 
can also saddle her with a blind 
infant. 
Chancroid is a common 
disease which emerges as a 
pimple on the genitalia from 
two to 14 days after intdrfourse 


Pus forms. After that, tissue 
begins to die. One ulcer follows 
another. For anyone who en­ 
joys feeling clean, it’s a dirty 
disease. 
The granulomas come in two 
sizes. One is lymphogranuloma 
venereum, an infection which, 
in 
fam ilies 
of 
bacteria, 
resembles parrot fever and 
trachoma 
It starts by 
in­ 
flaming the lymph nodes below 
the pelvis and around 
the 
rectum. Untreated, it will infect 
the genitals and anus. It causes 
fistulas and scar tissue and 
debilitates its victims. 
Spread by Jet 
The last of 
the common 
v e n e r e a l s , 
g r a n u lo m a 
inguinale, 
is 
a 
relatively 
painless disease and a slowly 
developing infection. In time, it 
will cause ulcers and scar 
tissue in 
the asea

genitalia A century ago, it was 
considered to be a disease of the 
tropics, but jet 
travel and 
sexual freedom have spread it 
around the world. 
This disease is dangerous 
because so much time elapses 
between sexual contact ana the 
onset of symptoms that few 
victims connect the two events 
Men and women tend to treat 
themselves with salves and 
unguents 
If you assume that sex is a 
secretive act, then so are its 
diseases. They 
wear 
many 
disguises Sadly, they fool thé 
young A young man doesn’t 
minu spending $20 to take a girl 
to a tavern or a dance, but he 
sees no reason to consult his 
doctor about his sex life. 
Girls are worse. They equate 
a free sex life with liberty. They 
do not believe that a nice, good- 
looking boy could be a purveyor 
of death. He can be, without 
intending.harm, and so can she

UTILITY 
REGULATION: 
The citizens lobby Common 
Cause 
contends 
that 
the 
m ajority 
of 
state 
utility 
regulatory commissions do not 
meet basic standards of ac­ 
countability to the public. 
The reform group said its 
studies show the state public 
utility commissions tend to be 
more responsive to the utility 
companies they are supposed to 
regulate than they are to 
members of the public they are 
supposed to protect. 
A new Common Cause study 
said 31 PUCs fail to meet 
standards for open meetings, 
lobby disclosure and conflicts 
of interest. 
The study showed 21 PUCs 
retreat behind closed doors to 
decide if electric, natural gas, 
telephone and other utilities 
should have a rate increase. 
Only 10 PUCs have rules 
which bar commissioners and 
employees 
from 
moving 
directly fr»m the regulatory 
body to high-paid jobs in the 
utilities. 
Most states do not require 
even minimal disclosure of 
utility lobbying efforts directed 
toward the PUCs. according to 
Common Cause. Only eight 
states require persons who seek 
to influence PUCs to report 
their expenditures; only five 
states 
require 
PUC 
com ­ 
missioners to make a log of 
their contacts with utility of­ 
ficials. 
Commenting on the study, 
Common 
Cause 
President 
David Cohen said: 
“Steps must be taken to 
safeguard the PUC decision­ 
making processes from secrecy 
and conflicts 
of 
interest. 
Otherwise, these commissions 
will fail to earn the public’s 
trust. Citizens in every state 
should have a guarantee that 
utility requests for m ulti­ 
million dollar rate increases 
are not decided in secrecy by 
commissioners with an eye on 
employment in the utility in­ 
dustry.” 
SPEEDOMETERS: The U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
has proposed a ban on auto 
speedometers which register 
speeds higher than 85 MPH. 
The proposed rule made 
public this week would go into 
effect during the 1980 model 
year. It would end the practice 
of cars with speedom eters 
showing speeds as high as 130 
MPH. 
The move is designed to save 
fuel, and also remove 
the 
temptation for drivers to see 
whether their car will go as fast 
as the speed printed on the 
speedometer. 


RATING GAME: 
Voters 
need to beware of “awards” 
that congressm en announce 
they have been given in the 
closing months of an election 
year. 
The reason is that lobbying 
groups 
create 
paper 
organizations to hand out phony 
awards to congressmen who 
represent their point of view. 
Two such groups are now very 
active. 
For example, a newspaper in 
Salisbury, Md., carried a story 
and picture several weeks ago 
about Rep. Robert Bauman, R- 
Md. getting an award from the 
National Alliance of Senior 
Citizens because of his votes in 
behalf of oldsters. “ Senior 
Citizens Back Bauman,” was 
the headline on the story. 
It was a puzzling award 
because Bauman, one of the 
most conservative members of 
Congress, 
regularly 
votes 
against measures designed to 
help old people. The National 
League erf Senior Citizens, a 
reputable group with 3 million 
members, said Bauman voted 
wrong on all 10 measures last 
year which it ranked of help to 
oldsters. 
The Alliance, whose young 
director claims 20,000 mem­ 
bers, selected ten other issues 
to give Bauman a perfect score. 
The Older Americans Act was 
not on the Alliance list. 
Another front-group active 
this election year 
is the 
N atio n al 
E n v iro n m en tal 
Development Association. 
A 
newspaper in Orange Park, 
Fla., had a page one story 
reporting Rep Bill Chappell, D- 
Fla., received an award from 
the group. “Chappel Gets 
Environmental Award” read 
the headline. 
This too was puzzling, until 
Berry’s 
World 


one examines the background 
of the sponsoring organization, 
because Chappell is regarded 
as a foe by most Washington 
environmental groups. 
Significantly the National 
Environmental 
Development 
Association also gave one of its 
awards to Rep. John Rhodes, R- 
Ariz., House Minority Leader, 
who faces a very tough re- 
election race because he has 
been named to the 
“Dirty 
Dozen” list by The League erf 
Conservation 
Voters, 
a 
respected environmental lobby 
group. Chappell’s voting record 
got a low score of 22 out of 100 
from 
the 
League 
on 
en­ 
vironm ental issues, Rhodes 
scored a zero; yet both got 
“awards” from NEDA. 
It turns out the NEDA is a 
pro-industry 
front 
group 
operated by a public relations 
firm here. Firms like U.S.Steel, 
which wage long court fights 
over environmental clean-up 
'orders, finance the NEDA. 
The lesson for the voter is, an 
award is only as valid as the 
organization making it. 
HONEY BEES: 
President 
Ford has refused to protect 
American honey bees from 
foreign competition. 
Acting on a plea from the 
honey industry, the U. S. 
International 
Trade 
Com­ 
mission recom m ended the 
president impose higher tariffs 
on honey imports to protect the 
domestic industry. 
Mr. Ford said honey tariffs 
would not be in the national 
interest and 
that 
natural 
causes, not imports, were the 
reasons behind a decline in U.S. 
honey production. There are 
about 10,000. full time workers 
in the domestic honey industry 
which does about $100 million in 
business each year. 


program and placing its real 
costs upward of $75 billion over 
the next 25 years! 
Both research organizations 
used constant dollars in their B- 
1 cost accounting, not 
the 
S 
im m icky 
“ d e p re c ia te d 
ollars” offered by the Air 
Force. 
As for the B-l itself, it is 
dem onstrably a m arvelous 
flying machine, replete with 
“state-of-the-art” engineering 
and black boxes, innocently 
graceful to the eye, the eiptome 
of 
A m erican 
aerospace 
leadership. 
No one questions that it can 
fly wonderfully, or that it is a 
better airplane than the B-52 it 
would replace. Twenty-five 
years of high technology, after 
all, separate the two bombers. 
But disagreement over the B- 
l really has very little to do with 
the airplane itself. At stake are 
conflicting views of nuclear 
deterrence and w ar-fighting 
capabilities, and what these 
require in the way of strategic 
weapons. 
Unfortunately, as the U. S. 
Arms Control and 
D isar­ 
mament Agency lamented in its 
recent report to Congress, “the 
most 
basic 
fact 
about 
deterrence is the uncertainty of 
many 
of 
its 
fundam ental 
ssumptions.” 
Obviously, the Air Force’s 
case for the B-l bomber would 
have been stillborn if it were 
admitted frankly that it rested 
on 
guesswork. 
Any 
bureaucracy 
pleading 
ap­ 
propriations from the Congress 
knows 
it 
m ust couch its 
programs in dazzling, if often 
meaningless, technical jargon. 
The military services are grand 
m asters 
at 
this 
game, 
benefitting 
from 
general 
presumptions of their esoteric 
knowledge and professional 
objectivity. 


More important, perhaps, the 
military* procurement system 
does not allow the services to 
concede that one weapon 
system might be as good as 
another. Willy-nilly, they have 
to make a choice years ahead of 
any prospective procurement 
decision, endure the throes of 
long and troublesome reserach 
and development, and cling 
tenaciously to that choice 
despite all the uncertainties 
involved and alarming changes 
in weaponry design and per­ 
formance. 
One need look no further for 
the fountainhead of Air Force 
institutional commitment to the 
B-l. 
Not surprising, therefore, is 
Air Force Secretary Thomas C. 
Reed’s defense of the embattled 
B-l as “the product of an ex­ 
tensive, decade-long desigh, 
analysis, and developm ent 
effort to determine what was 
needed to do the manned 
bomber job 
throughout 
the 
remainder of this century.” 
Thus having assumed there 
should be a manned bomber, 
the Air Force is hard-pressed to 
accept the idea that better and 
cheaper alternatives might be 
at hand. 
Consider 
the 
new 
air- 
launched 
cruise 
m issile 


(ALCM), a 
m iniature un­ 
manned airplane of astonishing 
precision and performance. 
The cruise missile was hardly 
a gleam in the Pentagon’s eye 
in 1970, when the Air Force 
irrevocably committed itself to 
the B-l. Since then, it has 
conceded 
that 
the 
cruise 
missile could be a complement 
to the B-l, but it blances at the 
thought that anything could 
ever replace 
the 
manned 
bomber. 
If the cruise missile is cheap 
(about 
$750,000 apiece), ac­ 
curate (better than our best 
ICBM), 
and 
highly 
maneuverable (more so than 
manned 
airc ra ft 
because 
physiological stress is not a 
concern), 
it 
does 
have 
problems of its own — not the 
least of which are how to deal 
with it in future Strategic Arms 
Limitations Talks (SALT) with 
the Soviets. 
But if nothing else, the rapid 
uppearance on the strategic 
scene of the cruise missile 
shows how quickly an older 
weapons concept can become 
obsolete. Like*the horse cavalry 
of yore, the manned bomber 
may simply be on its way to 
becoming an expensive and 
inefficient anachronism. 
Authoritative reporta in­ 
dicate the Defense Department 
is now restudying the Air 
Force’s 
bomber 
problem. 
According 
to 
one 
senior 
Defense official, 
‘The first 
thing we will probably do is ... 
cram as many extended-range 
ALCMs as possible in the 
weapons bays of B-52s and B-2s. 
If the B-l fleet is built, this is 
no doubt exactly what will 
happen. 
But 
the prediction 
makes hash out of the Air 
Force’s ar 
bomber abC 
mer 
to 
iment for a new 
penetrate to 
enemy targets. 
For what the cruise missile 
offers is a "stand-off” weapon 
that can be launched from any 
num ber 
of 
platform s, 
eliminating the high bomber 
losses expected from Soviet- 
style air defenses. And the U. S. 
would have to lose over 100 
cruise missiles (all loadable on 
a single 747) before equalling 
the cost of a single B-l. 
When all the theological chaff 
is blown aside, the ultimate 
questions are whether the B-l 
could ever operate in a nuclear 
war as a penetration bomber, 
and more important, whether 
the U. S. array of nuclear 
launchers and war heads would 
make that kind of delayed 
operation necessary. 
Since no one has ever fought a 
nuclear war between super­ 
powers, we will have to live 
with a large share of un­ 
certainty about these two 
questions. 
But some better 
answers are needed now. 
What are required most of the 
time, open minds on both sides, 
better 
accord 
on 
m utual 
assumptions, a fair assessment 
of our nuclear technologies, and 
agreem ent on hard facts. 
Without these, the B-l will rage 
controversial year after year, 
and neither the Air Force nor 
the American public will be 
well-served by such a con­ 
tinuing division of opinion. 
CB Has Big 
Safety Poten tiaJ 


LOS ANGELES 
(UPI) - 
William I. Thomas is profiting 
from the current citizen’s band 
talk craze and sees a long-term, 
steady market for the two-way 
radios as a universal safety de­ 
vice. 
The present phenomenal CB 
growth rate is expected to pick 
up even more as a result of a 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission ruling expanding the 
present 23 airwave channels to 
40, effective January, 1977. 
Thomas, president of Path- 
com Inc., a manufacturing firm 
based in Harbor City, Calif., 
said the additional channels 
will allow more people to use 
the airwaves for basic com­ 
munications. However, he is 
more concerned that the units 
someday will be used univer­ 
sally as a safety device. 
“ We’re going through a 
transition,” he said. “CB sets 
are going to be a useful safety 
device for motorists. Even now, 
many consider it a life-saving 
means — not a toy. 
“In the early days,” Thomas 
said, “people were talking just 
to be talking, but on the open 
highway now, people are asking 
reasonable questions — about 
the weather, the highway patrol 
and places to stop ” 
CB had its highest growth 
rate shortly after the truckers’ 
strike three years ago when 
people began to realize its 
communications potential. 


“Not too many people are 
aware of the safety element of 
the CB,” said Thomas. “The 
safety element is the key from 
my own point of view.” 
Some motorists use the CB in 
their cars just to avoid tickets 
for speeding, but, Thomas said, 
increasingly they are realizing 
its 
value 
for 
sum moning 
emergency help. 
There currently is only one 
emergency channel on the CB, 
and there has been some 
concern with congestion, but 
with the recent FCC ruling, this 
could change. 
“T h a t’s som ething w e’ve 
been working on for some time 
— to get more channels to allow 
more people to communicate,” 
said Thomas. "We are still 
asking for more frequencies so 
more people can use it.” 
Thomas estimated there may 
be as many as 15 million sets in 
active use. He said there are 
about six million licensed CB 
operators, 
and 
much 
un­ 
licensed use. 
Despite 
its 
w idespread 


popularity, Thomas does 
think 
CBers 
should 
not 
be 
regulated as amateur radio 
operators are. 
“ I 
think 
the 
frequency 
spectrum is a natural resource 
and the citizens of the United 
States should have access to it 
and use it for their needs," he 
said. 
“I don’t think thev should be 
tested any more than people 
should pass a test to walk down 
the street. However, they 
should act responsibly in using 
it. 
“ Our 
industry 
has 
the 
responsibility to develop the 
technology for people to use the 
airwaves — we call it the 
personal 
com m unications 
industry. It’s a long ways away, 
but there are a lot of thing$ that 
can be done with the airwaves 
with advanced technology. 
“We as an industry have had 
continual interface with the 
FCC to improve the service for 
the benefit of the customer,” 
Thomas said ‘The FCC should 
provide proper supervision and 
the industry should provide 
proper equipment. 
“It’s such a new service. We 
want to make sure people know 
about it. We’re looking for 
continued growth dedicated to 
personal communications.”

Slang Terms Published 


WASHINGTON API - He's 
in the big house for all day and 
night, a new fish jam m ed into a 
drum with a cribm an who's 
acting like a kazoonie It's gon­ 
na be a long, long time before 
he beats the bricks back to his 
main lady. 
If those words sound strange 
‘o you. it's probably because 
ou've never been in jail. 
According to a new dictiona­ 
ry of prison argot, this is the 
ranslation: 
He's in the federal peniten- 
iary for a life sentence, a new 
irisoner jam m ed into a cell 
vith a safecracker who’s acting 
ike a passive homosexual It’s 
|oing to be a long, long time 
>efore he gets out of prison on 
>arole to go back to his wife 
The slang term s commonly 
ísed in prisons “ trace fear and 
rustration. cynicism and des­ 
peration.'' wrote John R Ar- 
oore and Joseph D Wolfe, edi- 
ars of the “Dictionary of Des­ 
peration.” 
Both are officials of the Na- 
íonal Alliance of Businessmen. 
A hich has published the volume 
is part of a program to teach 
?mployers about problem s of 
nm ates and encourage firm s to 
lire ex-convicts. 


They said writing the volume 
was "an attem pt to find out 
more about the men. women 
and children behind bars in this 
country in an effort to get a 
picture of what they are Slink­ 
ing and feeling as revealed by 
the words they choose and in­ 
vent in their restricted lives ” 
Sources for the slang term s 
were inmates in prisons, prison 
volunteer workers, social work­ 
ers and journalists, they said 
Like the dialect of any society 
or region or social cíass, the 


argot of the prison changes with 
the times, the editors found. 
The jail used to be the “cool­ 
er" or the "jug” ; now it’s the 
"slam m er.” One’s house or 
apartm ent still 
is called 
a 
"pad," but the newer term is a 
“crib." 
« 
A high proportion of the slang 
words reflect the prisoners' fa ­ 
m iliarity and involvement with 
drug use and trafficking 
In the outside world, drunk 
m eans intoxicated. In prison, it 
means high on drugs The doz­ 
ens of words for specific drugs 
include some commonly used 
on the street. For example, 
“cran k '' 
means 
methedrine, 
“sm ack" means heroin, “angel 
dust" or “rocket fuel" means 
phencyclidine, 
an anesthetic 
for anim als that produces a 
“high" in humans. 
The cynicism comes through 
in the term s inmates use to de­ 
scribe their surroundings and 
ways to get out of them 
The 
"W aldorf 
A sto ria,” 
name of the luxury hotel in New 
York, is a term applied to a 
solitary confinement cell with 
no furnishings at all. 
The inmate who regularly 
goes to chapel and pretends 
other signs of reform is said to 
be “working the glory road.” 
Dozens of term s for homosex­ 
uality' reflect the episodes that 
occur frequently when large 
communities of men or women 
are perm itted no physical con­ 
tact with the opposite sex. 
An aggressive homosexual 
m ale is a “jocker,” a passive 
one may be a “kazoonie" or a 
" g irl." 
An 
effem inate 
hom osexual 
m ale m ay be 
called a "gal boy." In a curious 
derivation.

considered "gal boy bread" in 
some regions

(UPI) — Mrs. Jacob 
Zuidema 
glanced 
out 
the 
window of her flood-damaged 
home and pointed across the 
Big Thompson River to where 
the house of a neighbor once 
stood. 
There was nothing left except 
an open patch of ground. 
Farther down the canyon, a 15- 
foot-high pile of debris stood 
near the river banks. 
‘There was a home across 
the road before the flood,” she 
said. “It belonged to a woman 
by the name of Mrs. Marshall. 
During the half hour that the 
water came up and rose so fast, 
her home was completely swept 
away.” 
It has been more than a 
month since heavy rainfall over 
the Rockies sent a 19-foot wall 
of water roaring through Big 
Thom pson Canyon, one of 
Colorado’s most scenic areas. 
Aftershocks of the July 
31 
mishap still are being felt. 
Cleanup crews have recov­ 
ered 129 bodies from the debris. 
Officials believe the death toll 
may reach 156 and some bodies 
may never be found. 
Damage to real estate in the 
canyon was estimated at $17 
m illion, not including such 
losses as bridges and roads, 
cars, home furnishings and 
personal equipment. The total 
loss is believed to be more than 
$30 million. 
Much of the heavy debris has 
been removed from the canyon 
Sen.

And 
the economic effect also has 
been felt by 
businesses 
in 
Loveland, Greeley and Grand 
Lake.” 
Many people believed Estes 
Park was inaccessible after the 
flood and stayed away despite a 
m assive $30,000 advertising 
campaign by community busi­ 
nesses. 


Ken Wright, co-chairman of a 
special advisory committee set 
up to coordinate long-range 
recovery efforts, said plans 
now were being made to make 
sure reconstructed homes and 
businesses are located in safer 
areas of the canyon. 


“One thing is for sure,” he 
said. ‘They will not be allowed 
to go in like they were before 
because of the hazards. We 
must adjust our living habits 
and 
patterns 
to 
nature’s 
needs. 


• Mrs. Zuidema, 57, and her 
husband, a retired doctor who 
formerly practiced in nearby 
Greeley, are among the few 
residents who have returned to 
the canyon. Their home is 1 Vi 
miles below the community of 
Drake, which was virtually 
wiped out by the flood.

Predict Close Contest 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
- 
Please don’t tell the sheriff, but 
there is betting among the 
White House press corps 
The most recent betting 
should cheer President Ford. 
Sometimes he has found the 
White House press corps’ 
judgm ent of 
his 
political 
standing as jolly as the verdict 
of a hanging jury. But his tour 
de force at the Republican 
Party convention in Kansas 
City — capping his defeat of 
Ronald Reagan with one of the 
best speeches 
of 
modern 
American politician — and his 
rise in the pons nave moved 
reporters from predicting a 
Jimmy Carter victory Nov. 2 to 
predicting a close run race. 


One newspaper reporter, re­ 
spected by colleagues not only 
for his writing and journalism 
but also for his endurance in 
playing on the press corps 
football team against the Secret 
Service team, announced last 
week he was ready to make 
bets. 
He announced he was ready 
to bet 1. that Ford would lose 
his home state of Michigan and 
2. that the President would not 
carry five states Nov. 2. The 
fellow also announced he was 
ready to give 7-1 odds that Ford 
would lose. 


The reporter was not over­ 
joyed when not only a Ford 
campaign official but fellow 
White House reporters leaped 
to take all the bets. The fellow 
then hurried to a Washington 
Star political pundit and, to 
reassure himself, said what a 
wonderful series of bets he had 
made. 
The pundit, no cheerleader 
for Ford, promptly said he too 
would accept all the reporter’s 
bets. 


The back and forth between 
Ford and C a rte r’s debate 
negotiators has been especially 
delicate over fixing tne first 
debate. 
Reason: 
the 
President’s men tend to believe 
the outcome of the first Ford- 
Carter joust might well decide 
the debate series and 
the 
election. 
The thinking is that the 
perform ance of Ford and 
Carter in that first debate 
would so deeply mold a public 
image of both candidates that it 
would be doubtful it could be 
easily changed in successive 
debates. 
* 
That was one reason the 
President wanted one of his 
stronger subjects, such as 
foreign affairs and national 
security, to be the topic for the 
initial encounter on national

television. 


It is doubtful if the public 
appreciates the ordeal of the 
rep o rters who travel with 
Presidents. For example, the 
arm y of the press travels on its 
stomach and some battlefront 
reports make dreadful reading: 
— Louis Foy, correspondent 
of Agence France Presse, much 
prefers it when the press plane 
that shadows Air Force One is 
ch artered 
from 
an 
in­ 
ternational airline. For then he 
can have French champagne 
with his airborne breakfast. 
Foy was not amused when the 
dom estic airline flying the 
press with Ford back from 
Colorado last weekend served a 
California champagne. He gave 
his plastic cup of California 
bubbly a remarkable Gallic 
shrug and removed it to the 
small cabin in the plane’s rear 
where he poured it out. 
— Ray Zook, the shaven­ 
headed angel of White House 
press corps travel, endured the 
wrath of his charges on the 
same flight when the corps 
found the steaks served some­ 
where over the Middle West to 
be tough and the supply of the 
alternative dish, chicken Kiev, 
to have run out. 
Zook grimaced when journal­ 
ists then reported that the 
dessert cake, German chocola­ 
te, 
was served in 
slices 
measuring one by two inches. 
And, then, he was told over 
West Virginia that, horrors, the 
white wine had run out.

Nicklaus Wins World Series Of Golf 


AKRON. 
Ohio 
(U P I) 
- 
Faltering only briefly. Jack 
Nicklaus recovered with some 
unaccustomed scram bling Sun­ 
day to easily win the biggest 
jackpot of his awesome career, 
the $100,000 first prize in the 
World Series of Golf. 
N icklaus began the final 
round with a two-stroke lead, 
but by the fourth hole, where he 
chopped it around the green 
like a Sunday hacker, he had 
given those two shots away 
That lapse gave heart to his 


put suers and 
brought 
back 
visions of Nicklaus' final round 
collapse last month in the PGA 
championship, where he took 
the lead on the fifth hole, lost it 
by hitting into w ater at the sixth 
hole, and never get it back 
But there was to be no repeat 
of that 
The "Golden B ear" fought 
back on a mild, breezy and 
cloudy day to shoot a twounder- 
par 68 that gave him a 275 total, 
five under par for 72 holes on 
the 
long, 
demanding 
South 


course at Firestone Country 
Club, a four-shot victory over 
Hale Irwin, and the richest 
purse 
for a 
oneweek 
tour­ 
nament in golf history. 
Irwin was the only other 
player in the exclusive, in­ 
ternational field of 20 able to 
better par for 72 holes 
The victory was the 60th 
official title of Nicklaus’ US. 
tour career, moving him within 
one of catching Arnold Palm er, 
the man he supplanted a decade 
ago as 
the gam e's 
leading 


player. It raised his winnings 
this year to $261,769 in 
14 
events, tops on the tour and an 
average of $18,697 for each 
start, and for his career to 
$2,803,542. 
It also m arked the seventh 
tim e —including four "u n o f­ 
ficial” World Series of Golf 
under the old, four-man format 
—Nicklaus had won a tourna­ 
ment at Firestone, a course 
where he has earned $489,930 in 
15 years. 
This one cam e, however, in 


unfam iliar fashion. 
His driving was erratic. On 
the front nine, he missed five of 
the 
seven 
driving 
fairways 
before getting straightened out 
and missing only one fairway 
on the back nine. Occasionally, 
when he did hit the (airw ay, 
such as at the 13th hole, he hit a 
wretched second shot. 
The key was nine one-putt 
greens. 
N ick lau s’ reco v ery shots 
were superb, and his putting 
was the best it has been in some 


time. He lost the lead at the 
fourth hole where his approach 
shot went over the green, he 
chipped back all the way past 
the front edge, and then took 
three from there for double 
bogey six, and regained it with 
a short birdie putt at six. But 
the tournam ent really was won 
between the eighth and 13th 
holes w here N icklaus kept 
hitting into and then out of 
trouble and oneputted six 
greens in a row for three birdies 
and three pars. 


Dave Hill shot an even par 70 
Sunday and finished th ird , 
worth $20,000, at 280. 
David G raham finished with 
a 69 and took fourth place at 
281, Hubert Green was at 73-282, 
while Lee Trevino and Tom 
Watson both m atched par 70s 
Sunday for 283 totals. • 
US. Open champion Jerry 
Pate finished at 71-286 and 
M asters champion Ray Floyd, 
who blew himself out of it by

DEAR DR LAMB - Could 
you please give me some in­ 
formation on plantar warts. I 
have had one for about one- 
and-a-half years. Now I notice 
I ’m getting others I went to a 
podiatrist about eight months 
ago but at the time I was 
severely anemic so he didn't 
want to begin treatment He 
told me no matter what I do 1 
shouldn’t have them cut out 
because the scar formation 
can be more painful than the 
wart Others have told me the 
only real way to cure them is 
to have them cut out What do 
you advise0 
D EAR R E A D E R - The 
podiatrist gave you good ad­ 
vice 
Plantar warts are 
different than other warts and 
the treatment is not the same 
Warts, regardless of loca­ 
tion, are caused by a virus 
They are mildly contagious. 
They seem to have a life cycle 
and will disappear on their 
own time. Unfortunately, a 
wart may last five years, but 
many disappear within a year. 
Although there may be 
several warts they may all 
disappear about the same 
time, suggesting that the body 
has finally developed an im­ 
munity to them and literally 
expels them. 
One of the problems about 
removing a wart is that a new 
one may then develop It is not 
a regrowth of the old one if it 
has been completely removed, 
but a new wart. It is advisable 
to rem ove most w arts 
because the presence of one 
may lead to a spread with new 
wart formations. 
The plantar warts are caus­ 
ed by the same virus, but the 
location, in the dense tough 
tissues on the bottom of the 
foot, makes the usual means 
of destruction unsatisfactory 
because you may be left with 
a painful scar. It is better to 
live with a painful wart for as 
much as five years than to live 
the rest of your life with a 
painful scar on the bottom of 
your foot.

Liquid nitrogen to freeze out 
warts, electrocautery to burn 
them 
out. 
and 
other 
treatm ents are used to 
destroy w arts in other 
locations. 
A good method is to apply a 
small piece of 40 per cent 
salicylic acid plaster the size 
of the wart. The plaster is 
held in place by a piece of 
waterproof tape and then 
replaced every three days. 
The wart tissue will turn 
white and can be pared away 
each week This will keep the 
size of the wart down and 
eliminate some of the discom­ 
fort 
In some cases it will 
eventually cure the wart. 
Applications of cold cream 
containing five per cent for­ 
malin can also be used in 
some cases 
Some patients develop a 
sensitivity to formalin and if 
there is any sign of a rash the 
treatment should be stopped 
For other warts, removal by 
liquid nitrogen is usually 
successful. All of the methods 
to destroy warts must be done 
under a physician’s supervi­ 
sion A strong medicine called 
cantharidin can be applied to 
a wart and the area covered 
with collodion and properly 
dressed 
Regardless of the 
method, the successful ones 
depend on destroying the 
wart-infected tissue. 
Some folk medicine cures 
seem to work on occasions. 
Usually this is a happy coin­ 
cidence with the treatment 
being applied just at the time 
the wart was all through 
anyway.

Alcoholism Council Here Offers 
Way Out For Problem Drinker 


A “continuum of care” is how 
Bob 
Staudohar, 
executive 
director of the Columbiana 
County 
Area 
Council 
on 
Alcoholism, 
describes 
the 
Council’s efforts with alcoholics 
in the community. 
Staudohar said the Council 
sponsors a 28-day program 
which includes group therapy 
and outpatient counseling to 
teach 
the 
individual 
to 
recognize 
and 
deal 
with 
drinking problems. The Council 
also deals directly with the 
employers of problem drinkers. 
It is funded through the Ohio 
Department of Health, Salem 
City Council and the Colum­ 
biana County commissioners. 
The 
recently-re-organized 
Council is comprised of a board 
o f citizens which employed 
Staudohar. The facility is 
located on E.State St. here. 
Co-ordination, 
Staudohar 
stresses, 
is 
one 
of 
the 
program’s main goals. The 
Council works closely with 
Arch XI, a regional facility in 
Trumbull County, the Half-Way 
House in Youngstown and 
Alcoholics Anonymour. It aims 
to enlist more com m unity 
participation from various 
service groups and Staudohar 
has spoken to some clubs. His 
office also works with the 
Salem and E ast Liverpool 
cam puses 
of 
Kent 
State 
University. 


Sponsors Youth Program 
The Council sponsored the 
recent participation of five area 
youths at the Teen-age Institute 
on Alcohol and Other Drugs at 
Ohio Wesleyan University. The 
five-day program included 
lectures, film s, skits 
and 
discussion groups. 
The Council is not like 
A lc o h o lic s 
A n o n y m o u s, 
Staudohar said, but rather a 
“public service organization to 
supply 
and 
co-ordinate 
professional help.” His efforts 
are devoted to trying to catch 
the problem drinker before he 
or she is “too bad,” and he 
.stresses that early intervention 
by the employer is very im­ 
portant. 
Staudohar said the alcoholic 
is “a person who doesn’t know 
when he is going to stop.” The 
director’s aim is to get to the 
drinker before he or she 
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reaches 
that 
stage, 
and 
families and employers are the 
key to reaching the individual, 
he said. He stresses tolerance 
and cncern for the individuals 
mental state. 
Geoffrey 
Ovendon, 
oc­ 
cupational consultant for the 
N ortheastern Ohio Regional 
Council on Alcoholism, agrees 
with Saudohar that an alcoholic 
is “a person with an aspect of 
life that is deteriorating as a 
result of using ethyl alcohol and 
(who) has a loss of control over 
the substance.” 
Alcoholic Needs Job 
‘The last thing an alcoholic 
wants is to give up his job — 
that is his dignity,” Staudohar 
said. The Council wants em­ 
ployers to send their workers to 
the agency. Poor work per­ 
formances by problem drinkers 
are costly to industry, he points 
out. 
Staudohar and Ovendon said 
a Rand Corp. report entitled 
“Alcoholism and Treatm ent” 
released in June has created a 
stip because not too many 
people have read it carefully 
and they may have had hostile 
and negative reactions. 
Some readers apparently 
have interpreted a section 
which 
investigates 
the 
possibility of a return to normal 
drinking to mean an en­ 
dorsem ent of the practice. 
Staudohar said the report is 
incomplete and is just the 
beginning of research which 
may develop from some of its 
findings. 
The report states, “It would 
be premature to endorse or 
advocate normal drinking for 
alcoholics,” indicating that 
further study is necessary, but 
“ it 
may 
be” 
that 
some 
alcoholics “appear” to return 
to normal drinking habits. The 
local officials said the report 
was never intended to be a firm 
public statement but rather a 
clinical study, and it merely 
explored some new avenues in 
treatment. 
Roadblock to Treatment 
Lack of recognition of a 
drinking problem is a major 
roadblock to treatment, so the 
Council 
also 
welcomes 
inquiries 
from 
fam ilies. 
Staudohar 
anticipates 
a 
caseload of about 12 persons a 
month once the program gains 
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Kosygin 
Absence 
Noted 


area-wide recognition. 
In relating a “typical” case, 
Staudohar cited the drinker’s 
progression toward an in­ 
creasing tolerance of alcohol. 
There is at first a psychological 
dependency; 
alcohol 
is 
a 
“crutch.” Then the drinker 
becomes physically dependent; 
he or she is “hooked” and is 
unable to stop drinking for long 
periods 
without 
pain, 
Staudohar said. 
The typical case is then 
referred to the Council. All 
com m unication between a 
client and the program is kept 
strictly 
confidential, 
The 
Council may refer the drinker 
to any of the recognized 
agencies, 
including 
the 
detoxification 
center 
at 
Woodside 
Hospital 
in 
Youngstown and the Youngs­ 
town Alcoholism Clinic. 


Parma Teachers 
Talks Break Off 


PARMA, Ohio (U PI) — 
Negotiations 
between 
the 
Parm a School Board 
and 
teachers broke off after three 
hours Saturday when 
the 
parties were unable to reach 
agreement on a way to avert a 
threatened strike. 
Schools Superintendent Wil­ 
bur Lewis said no new talks 
were scheduled but efforts 
would be made to set up 
another meeting. 
“Negotiations have ceased 
with no apparent resolution to 
the situation,” Lewis said. “I 
will say it was a session in 
which both sides were appar­ 
ently attempting to pursue 
some definite solution.” 
The system’s 1,100 teachers 
have threatened to strike 
Tuesday to support demands 
for higher pay and improved 
benefits. The board maintains 
there is no money for raises. 
Lewis said the system intends 
to open classes Wednesday as 
scheduled. 
“We will have all our ad­ 
ministrative and supervisory 
staff,” he said. “We know we 
have some employes that are 
going to work, some teaching 
staff. We’ll build on that.” 
The Parm a system has some 
21,000 pupils, making it the 
second-largest in Cuyahoga 
County and the seventh-largest 
in the state. 


EVEL KNIEVEL SUED

New Orleans 
Policemen 
Call Walkout 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
The Policemen’s Association of 
New Orleans called a Labor 
Day walkout of its 700 members 
to protest a cut in holiday pay 
by the city Civil Service 
Commission,. 
A police department spokes­ 
man said contingency plans 
were ready to provide protec­ 
tion if the walkout was ef­ 
fective. 
Vincent J. Bruno, union 
president, admitted the job 
action might be ineffective — 
because it was called on only 
two days notice at a sparsely 
attended union meeting. The 
union, already upset with a new 
overtime limit, said the pay cut 
was in violation of the officers’ 
contract. 
“No one can overrule the 
Civil Service C om m ission,” 
Bruno said. ‘The only person 
they answer to is God Himself.” 
About half the 1,450 police 
officers — both patrolmen and 
supervisors — are members of 
PANO. They expressed mixed 
reactions on the walkout plans. 
“I’m scheduled to work — 
they ordered us to work or be 
suspended,” said one 7th 
District officer who asked not to 
be named. “But it depends on 
how I feel. If I’m sick, I’ll stay 
out — and I’m not feeling too 
good right now.” 
But in the 3rd D istrict, 
another officer said “I can’t 
speak for anybody else, but I’ll 
be here if I can.” 
Both were PANO members. 
The disputed rule eliminates 
four hours of overtime pay for 
men who are on holiday duty. 
All policemen are paid eight 
hours for the holiday. Under the 
old rule, on-duty policemen 
received an additional 12 hours, 
time-and-a-half — but under the 
new rule, on-duty police receive 
only eight hours extra pay. 
‘The police department is 
prepared for any eventuality 
ana contingency plans are 
available so the city may be 
p rotected,” said spokesm an 
Tony Buonagura. “It is impor­ 
tant to note the administration 
of the police department has 
had no official notification of 
any possible job action by any 
member of the departm ent.”

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Old Locomotive 


Back In Service 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (UPI) — 
L&N steam locomotive No. 152 
— which pulled Teddy Roose­ 
velt’s Bull Moose campaign 
train on a whistle stop to Ohio 
and carried 
A1 
Capone 
to 
Alcatraz — is going back in 
service. 
Engine No. 152, retired in 
since 1953, is owned by the 
Kentucky Railway Museum in 
Louisville and is listed in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. 
It will be restored through 
m atching grants from the 
National Park Service and the 
Kentucky Heritage Commis­ 
sion. 
The locomotive has a unique 
history. 
Built 
in 
1905, 
it 
provided locomotive power for 
Teddy Rossevelt’s campaign 
train between Louisville and 
Cincinnati in 1912, during his 
unsuccessful try for president 
on the Bull Moose Party label. 
The train also transported A1 
Capone to Alcatraz Prison. 
However, when diesel engines 
came into use. Engine No. 152 
and others like it were demoted 
to freight service. 
Engine No. 152 was retired 
from active service and stored 
at Mobile, Ala., in 1953. All 
other steam locomotives were 
scrapped and Wilson said it is 
not known why 
then 
L&N 
President John E. Tilford 
decided not to scrap the one 
remaining engine. 
The railway museum later 
bought the locomotive from the 
railroad.
